The total population of Canada in 
the census of 1921, according to fig- 
ures just issued is 8,769,489 compared 
with 7,206,642 in 1911, an increase of 
1,562,846 tor the ten years, or nearly 
twenty-Lwo per cent. Nova Scotia 
shows an increase of 6% per cent.; 
New Brunswick, 10 per cent.; Quebec, 
17% per cent.; Ontario, 10 per cent.; 
Manitoba, 34% per cent.; Saskatche- 
wan 80 per cent.; Alberta, per. 
cent.; British Columbia, 85 per cent.

There are ten companies manufac- 
(uring cars in Canada and 6,500 deal- 
ers. Wighty thousand persons find 
work in automobile plants, and in- 
directly the well-being of 400,000 per- 
sons Is involved. The capital invest- 
ed in dealers’ companies is 43,000,000, 
and in manufacturing $110,000,000, 
The total value of passenger cars 


alone produced in Canadian plants in 
1920 was $84,500,000. 


Live Cattle, Wheat, Oate and Flour 
Show Big Increase 


Canadian Trade Commissioner Har- 
rison Watson, writing from London, 
points out that possibly the most in- 
teresting development of 1921 was the 
revival of the live cattle trade, which 
amounted to 66,674 head, against no 
arrivals in 1920, Of this number 
Canada supplied nearly aalf, the bal- 
ance being from the United States. 

A brief survey of the imports into 
Great Britain during 1921 shows 
that, while there was a reduction in 
comparison with 1920 of nearly 30, 
000,000 cwt. in the total of wheat, 
Canada’s share actually increased 
4,400,000 cwt., or nearly 50 per cent. 
Canadian shipments of oats increased 
five-fold, from 697,500 cwt. in 1920 
3,591,800 cwt. in 1921, Canada 
headed the list in the shipment of 
to the Mother Country.

Knowledge is the great weapon of 
modern trade. To get it Great Brl- 
tain has the National Physical Labor- 
atory at Teddington, near London. 
Germany has two research institutes, 
one physical and the other cuemical. 
In France and Italy measures are be- 
ing taken to organize research insti- 
tutes. The United States has a Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards at Wash- 
ington to which is also now attached 
ample accommodation to be devoted 
to industrial research, The amount 
spent by the Bureau exceeds two mil- 
lion dollars a year. The Common- 


wealth Government of Australia is es- 
tablishing an institute of science and 
industry.

Dehydrating Food at Home 

Preservation of foods in the home 
by dehydration has been made poss- 
ible, says an illustrated article in the 
April Popular Mechanics Magazine, 
by the production of an ovenlike ar- 
rangement manufactured by a New 
York company. In operating, a num- 
ber of trays containing the food to be 
dehydrated, are placed in the appara- 
tus, while underneath these is a pan, 
or humidifier, having a certain amount 
of water in it, and which has been 
previously heated to the proper tem- 
perature,

Nevertheless some practical les 
concerning the fecundity of w 
were recently illustrated in a strik, 
manner at the schoo! of agricult: 
at Valladolid, Spain. Selected wh 
was plantéd grain by grain, and 
crops were grown from the orig’ 
seeds. In the first crop each ker 
developed an average of 20 shor 
producing 65 kernels each. T 
second crop averaged eight shoe: 
each producing 50 _ kernels to 
head. That is, the original kern 
produced 312,000 other kernels. 

Of course, such a yield cannot 
obtained in an ordinary crop. Cor 
parative statistics show nevertheles: 
that In the United States the yield to 
the acre may be materially increased. 
In 1920 the average yield to the acre 
in Arkansas and Tennessee for 1920 
was 6.5 bushels; but in 10 other 
States the yield average was more 
than twice as great. In the last 60 
years, taking 10 years averages, 
wheat production has increased from 
12.2 to 14.4 bushels to the acre. In 
1866 the average was less than 10 
bushels; in 1915, the banner year, it 
was 17 bushels, 


The yleld of wheat or of any other 
grain involves sevéral factors, The 
science of soil, of cultivation and of 


climate is pretty well understood. 
The wheat farmer has learned that 
the mineral elements and the nitro- 


gen which the wheat takes from the 


soil must be replaced or the crop 
fails. He is learning that the inten- 
sive cultivation of a small field is 


more profitable than slipshod cultiva- 
tion of a large field. It means the 
difference between the 14 bushel crop 
of the United States and the 30 
bushel crop of the British Isles, 

Not so much is known about the 
seed, however, and an important ele- 
ment of a selected seed is fecundity. 
This characteristic is hereditary. 
The corn farmer has learned tnis 
fact and he is making the most of it. 
The seed which will reproduce more 
than 700 of its kind is to be preferred 
to that which, other things being 
equal, will produce only half as 
many.—-The New York Herald. 


Livestock Prices Improving 


Gradua! Rise In Prices is of Interest 
to Farmers 

Every farmer and breeder will be 
interested in noting the gradual rise 
in prices that is taking place in live- 
stock. The following figures taken 
from the weekly report of the Live- 
stock Branch at Ottawa show an en- 
Taking the aver 
age prices that prevailed in Novem- 
ber, 1921, and February, 1922, at the 
five principal markets of Canada, 
namely, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Edmonton, it willl be 
found that they compare thus: Steers, 
700 to 1,000 Ibs., good, $4.29 to $5.84; 
heifers, $4.34 to $5.71; bulls, $2.69 to 
$3.65; cows, 3.80 to $4.78 calves, 
$5.91 to $8.47; hogs, select, $8.83 to 
$12.96; lambs, $7.58 to $10.40; and 
sheep $4.16 to $6.52. It must be un- 
derstood that these prices are the 
average at the stockyards of the 
whole country and are for good anl- 
mals in every case. Of course prices 
are higher in Montreal and Toronto 
than in the west.

Many Varieties of Materials Used In 
Various Parts 


Few people realize what an {m- 
mense number of parts there are in 
an aeroplane, or how many varieties 
of iron, metal, rubber and flax are 
used in its construction, writes Major 
W. T. Blake, an English authority. 

First of all are the longerons, the 
pieces of wood which run the whole 
length from front to rear of the fuse- 
' lage or body of the machine. ‘These 
| are usually made of ash if that wood |

| They are connected vertically by 
short members of the same material, 
and cross-bracing wires further

largely of ash or spruce. The two
